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Mr, Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  ny  report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitation  of  tlie  Borough  of  Falmouth  during  196  9, 

The  year  was  a healthy  one  with  no  epidemic  of  any  kind. 

There  were  some  mild  cases  of  scarlet  fever  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
but  the  maxiniin  number  of  notifications  in  any  one  week  was  7 which 
can  hardly  be  said  to  constitute  an  epidemic.  There  were  marked 
increases  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  coronary  thrombosis  and  to 
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cancer  of  the  lung  and  it  is  a fact  that  the  number  of  deaths  and 
the  death  rate  in  1959  were  higher  than  in  any  of  the  past  10  years 
but  from  the  table  of  deaths  in  age  groups  it  will  be  seen  that 
nearly  half  of  all  the  deaths  occurred  over  tlie  age  of  75  years 
which  indicates  a large  preponderance  in  the  population  of  persons  in 
the  higher  age  groups. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Mr, Hacking's  report  that  the  work  of  his 
department  has  been  hindered  by  shortages  and  changes  of  staff  but  a 
great  deal  of  good  work  has  nevertheless  been  done.  I am  sure  we 
are  all  grateful  to  Messrs, Armstrong  and  Harvey  for  the  valuable  help 
they  gave  in  our  time  of  need. 

It  is  a pleasure  once  more  to  record  n3^  thanks  to  the  Clmirman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  and  support 
throughout  the  year  and  to  Llr. Hacking  and  staff  for  their  loyal 
co-operation.

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Three  of  the  infant  deaths  were  due  to  pneunonia  but  2 of  these 
were  secondary  to  developmental  defects.  There  were  large  increases  in 
the  numbers  of  deaths  fron  cancer  of  the  lung  and  fron  coronary  thrombosis. 
These  increases  occurred  chiefly  in  males  in  the  45—64  group.  Of  the 
13  cases  of  cancer  of  the  lung  there  was  one  female  aged  77.  All  the 
others  were  males  under  65  years  of  age^  one  as  young  ns  39  years.  Of 
the  46  cases  of  coronary  tnrombosis  there  were  14  females  all  except  one 
over  the  age  of  65,  ikiong  the  32  males  15  were  under  65  years  of  age.

33  cases  of  scarlet  fever  hardly  constitutes  an  epidemic.  There 
was  in  fact  a nation'wide  increased  incidence  during  the  first  and  leist 
quarters  of  the  year.  Most  of  the  Falmouth  cases  occurred  in  November 
and  December,  They  were  all  mild  and  I have  not  heard  of  any  compli- 
cations. 

One  of  the  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  was  due  to  a breast  abscess, 
the  other  to  a mild  urinfiry  infection.  Both  cleared  up  quickly  and 
completely.

The  child  with  poliomyelitis  was  seen  to  be  limping  on  her  arrival 
in  Falmouth  after  a motor  journey  from  Shropshire.  She  was  admitted  to 
the  County  Isolation  Hospital  imediately  so  there  were  no  local  contacts.

On  the  31st  December  1959  there  were  147  (152)  cases  of 
tuberculosis  on  the  register  of  which  132  (l38)  were  pulmonary. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Falmouth  for  4 days  during 
February,  808  persons,  mainly  mantoux  +ve  schoolchildren  and 
school  leavers,  were  examined.  The  only  disease  discovered  among 
the  schoolchildren  was  one  case  of  bronchiectasis.  Among  tlie 
adults  there  was  one  case  of  si lico— tuberculosis,  one  pneumonia  and 
one  bronchiectasis. 

At  the  end  of  1959  2037  children  had  been  vaccinated  with  B.C.G. 
Of  this  number  371  were  contacts  of  kno^m  cases  of  tuberculosis  and 
1666  were  dealt  with  under  the  scheme  for  school  leavers.

Mr, Mayor,  Madan  and  Gentleaen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1959  of  the  work 
carried  out  mainly  by  my  predecessor,  Mr, R.C, Sweet  and  the  Deputy  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr, G, Barnard,  who  was  unfortunately  taken  ill  during 
September  and  was  not  able  to  resume  duties  by  the  end  of  tiie  year.  At 
the  end  of  September,  .Mr, Sweet  resigned  follov/ing  his  appointcjent  to  a 
similar  post  elswhere. 

The  work  of  the  Department  was  very  ably  carried  on  by  Mr,J,W, 
Armstrong,  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  Borough  of  Penryn 
until  Mr ,E,R,C, Harvey  cane  out  of  retirement  and  accepted  the  appointment 
as  temporary  Public  Health  Inspector  in  October,  I am  greatly  indebted 
to  them  for  their  services,  particularly  to  Mr, Harvey,  who  continued  to 
act  as  ilssistant  after  I coumenced  duties  in  December, 

Reviewing  the  work  of  the  Department  I was  particularly  impressed 
with  the  first  five  years  slum  clearance  programme  which  was  virtually 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  twelve  months  ahead  of  schedule.  The 
programme  for  the  year  under  review  is  a particularly  praiseworthy  effort 

Overcrowding  again  gives  cause  for  concern  and  there  seems  to  be 
little  prospect  of  relief  if  the  slum  clearance  programs  is  to  be 
maintained  over  the  next  five  years,  unless  many  more  houses  are  built. 
Fortunately,  private  building  is  proceeding  at  an  even  greater  rate  than 
Council  building  and  it  would  appear  that  this  will  also  be  the  case 
during  the  coming  year,  . 

I am  grateful  to  Dr,lVhitman  for  his  advice  and  support  and  for  the 
assistance  and  co-operation  of  Mr,R,C. Sweet,  Ivir.G, Barnard  and  Hiss,L,M, . 
Dawe,  without  whose  assistance  this  report  could  not  have  been  prepared,

The  following  report  has  been  supplied  by  I.Hr.B.J, Sweeney,  M.I.Mun.E, , 
A.R.I.C.S,,  A,M, Inst.H.E, , Borough  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer 

The  Falmouth  Water  Undertaking  is  Iknicipally  oTvned, 

The  sources  of  supply  is  from  gathering  grounds  of  gravel  and  peat 
sub-soil  from  which  the  water  flows  into  two  main  impounding  and  settling 
reservoirs  and  two  supplementary  pools. 

Treatment  consists  of  coagultion  by  Aluminum  Sulphate  forming  on  a 
nucleus  of  powdered  chalk  and  is  followed  by  filtration  through  sand 
pressure  filters,  after  which  the  water  is  chlorinated  to  achieve  and 
maintain  a standard  of  bacterial  purity.  Lime  is  also  added  to  give  the 
water  in  supply  a slightly  alkaline  reaction. 
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Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  monthly  on  samples  of 
water  in  supply  by  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 

Raw  water  is  also ‘ analysed  quarterly  and  chemical  analyses  taken  at 
regular  intervals. 

During  the  period  under  review,  the  water  in  supply  has  been 
entirely  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

In  1959,  the  average  daily  consumption  has  been  1,141,715 
gallons  per  day.  The  number  of  domestic  and  trade  supplies  in  the 
Borough  is  5,712, 

Sewerage 

The  whole  of  the  sewerage  of  the  Borough  falls  to  three  sea 
outfalls  at  - Middle  Point,  Gyllyngvase  and  Pennance  Point, 

It  is  necessary  to  raise  the  sewage  to  higher  levels  at  North 
Parade,  Prince  of  V/ales  Pier,  P^iviera  Hotel  and  at  the  rear  of  Swanpool, 
This  is  achieved  by  means  of  sewage  ejectors  at  these  points 
supplemented  at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Pier  by  pumps. 

The  sewage  from  Penryn  is  received  into  the  Falmouth  Council’s 
sewer  in  Treocobeas  Road,  where  it  flows  via  the  Swanvale  Valley  trunk 
sewer  to  the  Swanvale  Works,  then  to  sea  at  Pennance  Point, 

Drainage 

During  the  year,  117  new  drains  were  tested,  first 'by  means  of 
Water  Test,  then  by  Smoke  Test  and  all  finally  appro\’’ed.

Closet  Accomnodation 

With  the  exception  of  a very  small  number  of  pail  closets  and  privy 
middens  in  outside  areas,  all  are  on  the  V/ater  Carriage  system  and  the 
majority  are  connected  to  the  Council *s  sewer. 

Vermin  and  Insect  Pests 

There  were  no  infestations  of  bed  bugs  reported;  fleas  are  the  most 
comon  form  of  vermin  and  eight  houses  were  disinfested. 


Tliree  premises  were  treated  for  cockroaches,  five  treated  for  house 
flies,  one  for  ants  and  one  for  red  spiders,  105  V/asp  Nests  were 
destroyed. 

Rodent  Control 

In  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  210 
cases  were  dealt  with,  152  in  respect  of  brown  rats  and  58  in  respect  of 
mice.  There  were  no  infestations  of  black  rats. 

The  baits  used  for  prebaiting  were  11, lbs.  Sausage  Rusk  eind  634, lbs, 
of  Oatmeal  and  for  poisoning  Arsenic  , Zinc  Phosphide,  Antu  and  T/arfeirin  were 
the  chief  agents. 

Based  on  the  actual ' "takes  of  poison"  it  is  estimated  that  1,384  rats 
and  896  mice  were  killed,  393  dead  rodents  were  recovered. 

One  sewer  maintenance  treatment  was  carried  but  during  the  year  when  47 
manholes  were  baited.  The  estimated  kill  was  45,  The  value  of  this 
maintenance  treatment  cannot  be  over  emphasised  for  when  the  first  treatment 
was  carried  out  in  1945,  the  estimated  kill  was  2,211, 

Co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  Infestation  Control  Division  and  the  Cornwall  Agricultural 
Committee,  Pest  Department, 

One  full-time  Rodent  Officer  was  employed  and  methods  of  treatment  were 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  Llinistry  of  ^^gricu Iture , Fisheries  and  Food’s 
recommendations,  including  poisoning. 

No  charges  were  made  for  treatment  carried  out  at  dwelling  houses.

All  the  sites  have  sanitary  conveniences  and  washing  ‘ 

facilities  and  are  provided  with  main  water  supply  and  dustbins. 

During  the  year  a case  was  heard  concerning  contraventions 
of  the  terms  of  a Licence,  the  Defendant  was  fined  the  maximum  of 
Five  Pounds  and  given  one  month  within  which  to  comply  with  the 
terms  of  the  Licence, 

On  Appeal  against  the  refusal  to  grant  a licence  for  the 
nineteen  caravans,  he  intimated  to  the  Court  that  he  was  prepared 
to  comply  with  reasonable  requirements  of  tiie  Council  us  to  water 
supply,  sanitary  accommodation,  surface  water  drainage,  etc,,  and 
the  appeal  was  adjourned  sine  die,  pending  discussions  with  the 
Council  on  the  natter.
